but the company may organize and proceed to 
business so soon as a subscription of two hun 
dred thousand dollars shall have boon obtained. 
The corporators named in the first section shall 
fix the times and places for opaning books for 
the subscription of stock. So soon as the sum 
of two hundred thousand dollars shall have been 
subscribed, the said corporators may call a meet 
iog of the subscribers, lor the purpose of elect- 
ing ten Directors of said company. At such 
meeting each share of stock, upon which the 
sum of one dollar shall have been paid, shall en- 
title the holder to one vote; and at all subsequent 
meetings of the company each stockholder shall 
be entitled to one vote for each share of stock 
held by him, upon which all the instalments, 
called by the Board of Directors as hereinafter 
provided, have been paid. 

y 4. The annual meeting of the stockholders 
shall be held on the first Mondays of May in 
each year, and in the city of Frankfort; but 
called meetings may be held at any time, upon a 
call signed by the Directors, or by any number 
of stockholders representing one fifth (in value) 
of the stock of said company, two weeks notice 
of the time and place of such called meeting 
having first been given io the newspapers pub 
lished, respectively, in the cities of Louisville, 
Frankfort, Harrodsburg, Danville, Richmond, 
and Lexington. But no business shall be trans 
acted at any called meeting, unless a majority 
in value) of all the stockholders shall be pres- 
ent thereat, in person or by proxy. 

$ 5. There shall be ten Directors of said com- 
pany elected at each annual meeting, five of 
whom shall be a quorum to do business. 'They 
shall hold their offices for one year, and until 
their successors are elected, unless sooner re- 
moved by the stockholders at a called meeting. 
They shall have power to elect a President and 
such subordinate officers as may be required, and 



company shall, en the 1st day of January, in each 
year, pay iuto the treasury of this Commonwealth, 
for the use of the Sinking Fond thereof, a suss 
equal to too present annual net revenue derived 
from the locks and dams already built. To as 
certain the amount of said net annual revenue, s 
judicial enquiry shall be held iu the Fiauklin 
Circuit Court, upon a petition filed at any time 
by the corporators named in the first »e< -luni.

ceived during each shall be the rent to be paid 
the Stale by said compauy. Should the said 
company, at any lime, fail to pay the aame at the 
time when it is properly due, the President of 
the Board of Internal Improvements shall enter 
upon aud Uke possession of all the works of aaid 
compauy, aud of the locks and dams already 
built, aud shall hold the same on behalf of the 
State until all arrears of rent are paid. 

$ 7. The Directors of suid company shall 
make semi-annual dividends of iu profits; but 
not uutil the improvements contemplated in this 
act shall be completed as high up as the mouth 
of Middle Fork. Until the works shall be so 
completed the net profits of the company shall be 
applied to the prosecution of its works. 

T The officers of said company may enter 
upon any lands contiguous to the Kentucky 
river, whenever it shall be necessary to do so, 
in prosecuting their surveys. They may remove 
any trees on the bank, between high and low 
water mark, that may be injurious to the navi- 
gation. Whenever the possessions of any lands 
or materals may become necessary for the con- 
struction of said work, the said company may 
purchase the same, or in case of disagreement as 
io the value thereof, may summon a jury to 
condemn the same in the manner provided in 
the Revised Statutes. The said company shall 
be liable for the overflow of any lands, caused by 
the construction of their works; and the damages 
for such overflow, shall be agreed between the 
owner of such lands aud the company, or may 
be assessed by a jury summoned in like manner, 
upon the application of either party. The power 
to purchase and hold such coal, mineral and 
timber lands as may be desirable, is hereby con- 
ferred upon said company. 

« 9. That the County Courts of the several 
counties bordering upon the Kentucky river, or 
interested in its navigation, may, on the applica- 
tion of the corporation named in the first sec- 
tion, or of the directors of said company, after 
its organization, a majority of all the Justices of 
the Peace being present, subscribe stock in said 
company, and levy tax on all the taxable proper- 
ty of said county, sufficient to pay the whole 
amount of said subscription in them, three years 
from the time it was made, which tax shall be 
collected in all respects as taxes for State rev- 
enue is now collected: Provided, That no tax 
shall be levied by the County Court of any 
county to meet such subscription until at least 
four hundred thousand dollars is taken in stock by 
the several counties, or some of them named 
herein. orby individuals or both: Provided further, 
That the County Courts of Madison and Garrard 
be exempted from the foregoing provisions of 
this section, but said courts shall, on the appli- 
cation of the corporators named iu the first sec- 
tion, or of the Directors of said company, after 
its organization, order a vote to be taken' iu said 
counties, and at a general election, as to the 
propriety of a subscription by said counties to 
the stock of said company. The application to 
said County Courts shall state the sum which the 
counties of Madison and Garrard are expected to 
subscribe, not exceeding in any event, one per 
cent, on the assessed valuation of such counties. 
If a majority of the votes cast shall be in favor 
of the subscriptions, 6aid counties shall make the 
same, and shall, thereupon, proceed to lew a tax 
on all the taxable property of said counties, suf- 
ficient to pay the whole amount of said subscrip 
tions within three years from the time it was 
made. 

$ 10. The Directors may borrow money upon 
the credit of the company, and may mortgage 
its franchises and property for its re-payment; but 
any mortgage, so executed, shall be subject to 
the prior claim of the Commonwealth for rent, 
as provided in the sixth section.

If any officer of a vessel navi 
gating said waters shall knowingly and willfully 
present, or cause to be presented, to the agents 
of said company, a false manifest of his passen- 
gers, or of the articles composing the cargo of 
such vessel, with intent thereby to defraud said 
company, he shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit 
and pay to the company, a sum not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, to be recovered by civil suit. If 
any person or persons shall willfully and mali- 
ciously injure any of the works constructed by 
said company, the person or persons so offending 
shall, on convietion thereof, be fined not less 
than fifty dollars, uor more than five hundred 
dollars, aud be imprisoned in the discretion 
of a jury, beside being liable to a civil action 
for any damages that may result from such in- 
jury to said company.

Preserving Grates. — Charles 
Aurora, Cayuga county, New York, 
cates to the American Agriculturist the following 
method of preserving grapes: 

When they are fully ripe, suspend a basket by 
a strap or cord passed around the neck, thereby 
giving liberty to both hand* for picking; with one 
hand hold the cluster and with the other cut it 
from the vine; remove from the cluster all unripe 
or decayed fruit, and deposit them in the basket 
until it is filled. (1 use a market basket that will 
held about a half bushel.) Carry the grapes thus 
gathered to the place for packing. I use boxes 
about two feet square by six inches deep in the 
clear, with covers made to shut tight. In pack 
ing lay a newspaper on the bottemof the box, then 
a layer of grapes, then a paper and second layer 
of grapes, which, when closely packed, usually 
fills the box; set it in some dry and airy place, with 
cover off, and let thebex remain open for ten the 
days, or until the sweating process is passed; then 
close the box and set it in the fruit room, cellar 
or garret, auy place where they w ill not freeze, or 
which is not extremely damp.* 

Grapes, packed as above directed, will open at 
any time during the winter or spring following as 
fresh as when packed. The only secret or mys 
tery is, that the moisture which spoils the fruit 
when packed in saw dust and other absorbents, 
passes off during the ten days that the box re- 
mains open, instead of being absorbed, and ul- 
timately moulds and spoils them. So perfect 
has been my success that I have more confidence 
iu the preservation of the grapes than any other 
fruit. I use shallow boxes lor packing grapes, 
that the moisture may more readily escape and 
that the first layer iu the bottom mav not be crash- 
ed by the weight above.

We have uever known a party to be more sig- 
nally routed and demoralised thau the traitors to 
Democratic pledges and principles who espoused 
the cause of Lecompton, "pure and simple " 
There was something so outrageous and tyranni- 
cal in the attempt to force a government upon 
the people of an inchoate American State against 
their will, that it has been indignantly condemn 
«d by the patriotic sentiment of the whole coun- 
try, aud has become as "obsolete" an idea as 
feudalism. The vote of the people of Kansas 
convinced the whole nation of the justice of the 
representations of the antagonists of Lecompton, 
and presented those who had advocated that in- 
strument in a most unenviable light. 

But the organs of the Administration still have 
the audacious folly to prate of the English bill 
as a "finality," and to boast that if they could 
not heap insult aud wrong upon the people of 
Kansas for the high crime of preferring free to 
slave institutions, by dragging them into the 
Union against their will, they can at least have 
the satisfaction of keeping them outof the Union 
for a time, on the plea of insufficient popula- 
tion. 

It is a very significant fact, however, that 
while this finality doctrine is enunciated in a few 
conventions of Federal office holders, and in 
papers sustained by the patronage of the Gov- 
ernment, and is proclaimed by such high author- 
ities to be the only true Democratic doctrine, no- 
body else, north of Mason and Dixon's line, is 
in favor of it. There is uo party among the 
people in favor of requiring for the admission 
of a free State a greater population than has 
been deemed requisite for the admission of a slave 
State. 

We do not even know a Northern Lecompton 
Congressman who dares avow to his constituency 
that he is in favor of this distinction. On tha 
contrary, these men are distinctly proclaiming 
that they are willing to admit Kansas with any 
Constitution she may legally frame, without ref 
erence to population. The advocates of the 
English bill, who voted for, and secured its pas- 
sage, publicly announce, wherever they address 
the people, their determination to disregard its 
provisions. For all practical purposes, there are 
none so poor as to do reverence to the English 
bill in the North — not eveu its own authors. It 
may be, indeed, that these Congressional candi 
dates are insincere in their professions. This 
we think probable. Having been false to their 
constituents once, tbey may be false again. 

It is certain that they would cheat somebody 
—either the South, which relies upon their ad- 
herence to the restrictive principle which they 
endorsed by voting for the English bill, or the 
North, to which they now proclaim their deter- 
mination to admit Kansas without reference to 
population. But, for the present, we speak of a 
victory gained, because nowhere in the North 
can there be found any considerable body of meu 
wilhug to avow themselves in favor of tho origi- 
nal Lecompton movement, or the principle em 
bodied in the English bill. Everywhere, indig- 
naut thousands condemn both these measures. 

It is true that the official guillotine is at work 
doing its best to secure that "uniformity of opin- 
ion" which the Union considers particularly de 
sirable, and head after head is chopped off to at 
tain this object. But the old woman who at- 
tempted to mop up the ocean with her broom 
about as sensible an adaptation of means to 
the end desired, as the officials who seem to im- 
agine that the proscription of the independent 
spirits in their service can change the houest 
political convictions of the American people. 

The Lecomptonites argue that, inasmuch as 
the votes polled at the late Kansas election are 
nearly equal to the votes of the ordinary Con- 
gressional districts of the country, her popula- 
tion must be nearly equal to that required by the 
English bill. Tbey forgot that Kansas is settled, 
to a great extent, by young or adventurous men. 
many of whom are unmarried, or have left their 
families iu their old homes until they could pro- 
vide new oues for them. The proportion of 
women and children to the number of voters is 
much smaller in Kansas than in any old settled 
community. So that a considerable time must 
yet elapse before Kansas will possess a popu 
lation of 93,(100, and if her admission is de- 
layed beyond 1860, the ratio will be about 120,- 
000. 

But these very same Congressmen who have 
voted for the restriction in the English bill will 
be called upon, at the next session, to vote upon 
the admission of Oregon, and although she has 
a less population than Kansas, we presume she 
will be admitted. Why, then, should an unjust 
discrimination be enforced against the Territory 
of Kansas, and men be punished and proscribed 
because they will not, "like scurvy politicians," 
get "glass eyes," through which they can see a 
reason why a slave State should require a less 
population than a free State? 

The English bill requires that a census should 
be taken as a preliminary to the formation of the 
new Constitution, but we do not believe this will 
be done. Lecompton was considered as sacredly 
embalmed in all the "forms of law" without 
such a census, and why should not a new Consti- 
tution, fairly formed," and fairly ratified by the 
people, be equally binding? If such a Constitu 
tion goes to Washington, the honest and enlight- 
ened sentiment of the country requires the ad 
mission of Kansas under it, notwithstanding the 
strange measurements of Justice aud Democracy 
set up by the Administration, and no man should 
be allowed to enter into the Congress of 1859-60

The President's Opinion of Douglas. 

We are, then, utterly opposed to the election 
of Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Douglas— to Mr. Doug 
las and Mr. Lincoln. We deny that the Demo- 
cratic party are called upon to take the one or 
the other. It is said that, if Douglas should 
fail of an election, Lincoln would be successful. 
That may or may not be so. It is not a ques- 
tion for the Democracy to consider. They can 
make no concessions in such cases without an 
adoption of the heresy which it is their purpose 
to condemn. A counterfeit is not more valua- 
ble with honest men by being a near resem- 
blance to the original. A rogue is not to be 
credited in society because he is so accomplish 
ed in the arts of life as to pass for a gentleman. 
The Democratic party has strength, integrity 
and sagacity sufficient to confer its honors upon 
those who seek iu welfare and promote its tri- 
umphs. Let us test this question whether we 
can be driven to make choice between two evils; 
suppose the appointment of a Senator from Illinois 
had beeu devolved upon Congress, would the 
Democratic party limit the election to Mr. 
Lincoln and Mr. Douglas? Do they constitute 
the State, embody its wisdom and its institu- 
tion? 

Mr. Douglas ia the nominee of no party. He 
has the endorsement of no convention.

It is well known that Gen. Taylor's

Thus 
the principle of popular sovereignty incorporated 
into the New Mexico and Utah bills, that the 
people of the Territories in forming their State 
Constitutions should settle their domestic insti 
to suit themselves, was finally establish 
The Democrats have since taken up those 
and now swear by them as a funda 
in their party creed. Corwin was 
a zealous advocate of these bills at the time of 
and has ever since adhered to 
through all vicissitudes. In 1856 he an- 
nounced his peraoaal preference for Millard 
Fillmore, but, although repudiating many of the 
Republican doctrines, he was indaced to support 
Col . Fremont as a less dangerous man than the au 
thor of the Ostend Manifesto; for as be consid- 
ered that Fillmore had no chance for an elec- 
tion, his choice was between Fremont and Buch 
In like manner many who preferred Fill 
and despised the Democratic creed, voted 
for Buchanan as the best man to defeat Fremont. 
We do not approve of the philosophy of either 
of these classes, but would have preferred voting 
tor the only goed man in the field and for the 
only correct principles, and letting the evils take 
care of themselves. Mr. Corwin was as much 
opposed to the principles upon which Mr. Fre- 
mont made the race, us many Whigs who voted 
lor Buchanan were to portious of the Democratic 
platform. 

He now declares that it is a matter of supreme 
indifference to him whether or uot he is regarded 
as a Republican. He announces his oxen princi 
pies, and boldly says that if the Republicans have 
than those proclaimed by him he 
their votes. He stands upon the 
old Henry Clay Whig doctrines in reference to 
the question of slavery in the States and Territo- 
ries, and we are ready to stand there with him in 
opposition to Northern Republicans, Squatter 
Sovereignty Democrats, and Southern fireeaters. 
He says that if the Republican platform contains 
anything on the question of slavery that was uot 
iu the old Whig platforms, then be is not a Re 
publican. Could a Southern Whig or American 
ask for more? 

Mr. Corwin is in favor of enforcing the pro- 
visions of the Fugitive Slave Law, as he was in 
favor of its passage, and was denounced by Abo- 
litionists in the North for standing by it and the 

Territory applies for admission into the Union as 
a State, he is in favor of the admission of the 
Territory making such application with or with- 
out slavery, as the majority of her people, undis 
turbed by fraud or violence, may determine. In 
the case of a Territory whose local laws already 
protect slavery, where the institution now ex- 
ists, and whose people desire to retain slavery 
amongst them, he does not believe in the right of 
Congress to abolish those laws or to impair the 
right of property of the master i n his slaves. 
But he is opposed to the extension of slavery 
into free Territory, whose local laws do not sanc- 
tion it, whose people do not desire but detest the 
institution, where it never has existed and where 
there is no necessity for its existence; in other 
words, he is opposed to the doctrine which makes 
the Federal Constitution a great instrument for 
the propagandism of slavery, which forces it 
upon people to whom it is obnoxious, and who 
have never been accustomed to it. As an illus- 
tration of his meaning he cites the supposed an- 
nexation of a portion of British America, where 
the laws have prohibited slavery and the people 
cherish a deadly hostility to the institution; he 
says that iu such an instance he would enforce 
those laws as long as the country thus acquired 
I as Territory, and would not permit the 
to carry his slaves among people 
who hated slavery— in other words, he wonld ex- 
clude slavery from free Territory. If these posi- 
tions are not entirely conservative they, as near 
it as we ever expect a Northern man to come; 
and they can result iu no practical harm, as few 
men of seuse would ever desire to introduce sla 
very into any such Territory. 

Mr. Corwiu has always been violently opposed 
to the annexation of more territory, until it is 
rendered unavoidable by the exigencies or over 
flowing population of the nation. He is not op- 
posed to the necessary acqusitiou of slave terri- 
tory merely because slavery is recognized by its 
le. but there i* no slave Territory which he 
it uccesxury to annex And we agree 
with in in in this position, as there is no slave 
Territory which we could annex except Cuba, 
and for many MBSMi we would be opposed to 
the acquisition of that island. These are Mr 
Corwin's views as we have understood them, 
and as such we present them to our readers. If 
there is anything in them distasteful to Southern 
men, or more distasteful than the positions of 
Clay and Webster were, we are unable to see it.

ever seen; they grow in bunches weighing from 
eight ounces to two pounds. 

I have a tine family of boys and girls, a part 
of whom are married. I have fifteen living and 
two dead grand children. 

Present my warmest regard* to your father 
and his family. I really desire you to let me 
know where il.ev are living, and how they are 
situated.
